WASHINGTON, April 1.—It is very well 


kuuwn tb»t no warm personal regarJ ex- 
ists between Secretary Elaine and Senator 
John Sherman. They have fought in 
various National Conventions for Presi- 
dential honors, and each has respect for 
the other's fighting abilities.

Cincinnati, is understood to be the favorite, 
and Ju.lge Hoadleyv says that he stands 
head and shoulders above any man at the 
bar of Ohio, although he is bnt forty-two 
years old. It may he that Mr. Maxwell's 
political record will prevent his appoint- 
ment, because he is suspected of being a 
mugwump and of having voted against 
Elaine-in 1884. He voted for General 
Harrison, however, at the last election and 
is a personal friend _of the President.

F. Phillips,"" of North Carolina, formerly 
Solicitor General, will be very strongly 
recommended, although he is not a resi- 
dent of the circuit.

CAN MEN LEARN TO FUYf 


A Problem Agitating the Academy of Sci- 


ence—A Company to Boom Invention. 
An adventurous aeronaut succeeded 


in flying'a couple of miles in the sub- 
urbs of New York, with the, aid of a 
huge machine that had wings, and that 
seemed to use them with considerable 
success. For something like a genera- 
tion the inventor of this flying ma- 
chine had been at work upon it, and 
had been laughed at because of it as 
heartily as ever the irrepressible Keely, 
of motor fame, was laughed at. But he 
was a Scotchman, who possessed true 
Scotch tenacity. He stuck to his' idea 
and finally had the satisfaction of see- 
ing its great wings beat the air over 
Coney Island and carry it a consider- 
able ' distance before it was thought 
well to let it rest. 


As a result of this there has been or- 


ganized a company with a capital of 
il,000,000, the object of which is edu- 
cate the public in the matter of flying, 
and to supply the wings that' will be 
necessary. 
» 


Even the august academy of sci- 


ences, which once every week discus- 
ses subjects that most people know 
nothing about, and whose members 
Imow pretty much everything that 
mortal man ought to know,_ is taking 
some cognizance of the affair'at issue, 
and in a quiet way are discussing the 
question as to whether or not man 
will be able to fly. Many of the 
learned professors insist that, as man 
has by the help of machinery been able 
to propel himself through the water, 
there is no reason why he should not 
conquer the air in the same manner. 
But many more of the professors shake 
their heads in solemn negation when 
this argument is advanced. 
Still the Scotch inventor's success 


has created an impression. His fly- 
ing machine is cigar shaped, some 60 
feet in length and 42 feet in diameter. 
Its wings work exactly like those of a 
bird by the aid of a propeller worked 
by electricity, and the passenger is 
carried just as an eagle carries its prey. 
It is a peculiar affair, but has been 
more successful than anything of its 
kind, and hence the arguments among 
the scientific professors. Most of these

WHEN 
SHOULD 
AN 
EXTRA SES- 


SION BE HELD? 


Senator William B. Allison, of Iowa, in 


North American Review for April, writes 
the following: 


If an extra session should be called in 


the near future, it would be impossible to 
mature and perfect n tariff mca»ure^dnring 
such extra session, and the only thing pos- 
sible would be, by a joint resolution, to re- 
peal, for example, the tobacco tax, which 
would relieve the Treasury of, gay, $30,- 
000,000 per annum. . . . In this view 
it would seem to be wiser and better tbat 
the extra session of Congress shonld be 
postponed until tbe middle or last of Octo- 
ber, whtn Congress could couvenn and re- 
main m continuous session and take up se- 
riously and earnestly the whole question 
of the reduction of taxation by means of a 
redaction of taxation of Internal Revenue 
and a revision of the tariff. An extra ses- 
sion in October would give time for the or- 
ganization of the HOQSU and the committees 
of tbe House, and thug put in course of 
early preparation these revenue ' measures, 
which could be considered and completed, 
under these conditions, by April of next 
year. It seems very doubtful whether any 
progress could be made by calling an extra 
session during the present Spring, and 
taking a risk of a long session daring the 
Summer, without any practical result. 
This debate may be fairly anticipated, from 
tbe fact, that, notwithstanding the general 
verdict of the people At the 'last election, 
the Democratic party still adheres with 
firmness to its original proclamation that 
the tariff should be revised usooii a revenue 
basis, and not upon tbe idea that'American 
industries fihall be cared for in tho prepa- 
ration and revision of tbe schedules. The 
business interests need not be alarmed at 
this postponement, as it may be taken for 
granted tbe policy of President Harrison 
will be, not to hoard money in the Treasury, 
bnt to utilize tbe surplus as far as it can 
be utilized, in the purchase of the in- 
terest bearing debt of the United Slates, 
first for the bonds presently maturing, and, 
secondly, for the bonds due in 1907; so 
that the situation, as respects our revenue 
and the money in the Treasury, under this 
policy, will not be materially changed, 
whether Congress is convened in the early 
Spring or late Autumn.

As this 
exploit was accomplished more than 
2,200 years before the trial of our 
Scotch inventor's machine we have 
not much to boast of.

sion at the Academy of Science re- 
mains to be seen. Nothing at all may 
come of it in the end except a good 
deal of theorizing. But in the mean- 
time Patrick C. Campbell, the doughty 
Scotchman, who is the invent;);1 of a 
machine that made the successful flight 
through the air, is going right ahead 
and is terribly in earnest. He has 
worked nearly all his life on his inven- 
tion, and now, backed as he is by a 
capitalized company, he thinks he sees 
success ahead.—New York Mail and 
Express.
